With Attlee was a group of ad- 
visers and aids. His own party 
joined. American cabinet and 
other officials and they went to- 
gether to the cabinet room. |

Slim, chief of the imperial gen- 
eral staff: and Robert H. Scott of 
the British foreign office.

Monday St. Louis 
time) said Allied troops had aban- 
doned Pyongyang and blown up 
escape bridges across the Taedong 
river. 

The bridges were destroyed 
after vehicles of the British 
Twenty-ninth Brigade, sharply 
outlined against flames of burn- 
ing military installations and sup- 
ply dumps, rumbled southward. 
The Twenty-ninth was assigned 
the task of guarding the rear of 
the Allied withdrawal. 


TOKYO, Dec. 4 (AP)—United 
Nations forces threw up a rear- 
guard shield 10 miles north of 
Pyongyang today to protect their 
retreat south through that tense 
former Red Korean -capital, 

Little fighting was reported in 
that northwest sector. But Lt. 
Gen, Walton H. Walker, United 
States Eighth Army commander, 
said the Red had rolled 
five armies of 15 @ivisions—up to 
150,000 men—south of the Chong- 
chon river within striking dis- 
tance of Pyongyang. 

These were the shock troops of 
more than 1,000,000 Chinese that 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur says are 
either in Korea or heading for the 
battlefronts from Manchuria and 


central China. 
Threat in Northeast. 

In the bitterly cold northeast, 
reinforced Chinese mounted a 
critical and more immediate 
threat to the United States Ma- 
rines and four other U.N. di- 
visions. 

The Reds were driving on the 
twin east coast industrial cities ¢ 
Hamhung and Hungnam, They 
threatened to isolate the entire 
Tenth Corps. Its. five divisions 
are widely scattered over icy 
northeast Korea. 

Marines and doughboys battled 
desperately to break out of deep 
Red traps in the Changjin reser- 
voir area. Correspondent Tom 
Stone reported Chinese pressure 
on them eased somewhat hew- 
ever. 

Maj. Gen. Edward M. Almond 
said tonight Marines and soldiers 
of his Tenth Corps “today ¢li- 
maxed a bitter five-day battle to 
consolidate in the vicinity of the 
Changjin reservoir.” f 

Reports “Fanatic” Attacks. 

Gen.: Almond issued a summary 
saying: 

“Fanatic efforts by at least six 
CCF (Chinese Communist Forces) 
divisions to prevent the assembly 
by setting up road blocks and by 
frontal and flank attacks, as well 
as efforts to ‘divide the force and 
conquer, were overcome. 

“By blocking counter-attacks 
and co-ordinated fire and move- 
ment, the Marines hurled back 
the enemy, inflicting heavy 
losses.” 

A Marine spokesman estimated 
the Marines had killed 15,000 Chi- 
nese in the Changjin area. 

In the northwest, Correspond- 
ent Leif Erickson reported that 
the Eighth Army’s retreat even- 
tually might wind up along a de- 
fense line around the republic 
capital of Seoul and its port of 
Inchon. He said it did not appear 
possible to set up a line across 
the peninsula, linking with the 
scattered Tenth Corps. 

Planes Pound Chinese. 

Erickson said Gen. Walker ap- 
parently was directing a skillful 
escape from the familiar Chinese 
envelopment tactics.

Water Supply Studied in St. Louis. 


In Chicago, water supply, 
bridges and highways; in San 
Francisco, the Golden Gate 
Bridge, gas and electric plants, 
airports, road $ystems and private 
industries; in St. Louis they at- 
tended the convention of the 
American Waterworks Association 
and studied water supply; in San 
Diego, water pipelines, roads, 
bridges, the waterfront: in Los 
Angeles, dams, the Washington 
Street Bridge. and Southern 
Counties Gas Plant. 


In Washington, gas works, water 
filtration plants, and they visited 
Newport News, Va., where ship- 
yards and naval installations are

The concentration on water 
systems provided exact knowl- 
edge for the use of biological 
' and chemical warfare agents. 

Communist leaders are well 
satisfied that the planning stage 
for widespread sabotage is com- 
pleted. 

The squads that have done the 
work in close co-operation with 
the two principal Soviet es- 
pionage agencies in this coun- 
try—the M.G.B. of the Ministry 
of State Security, and the Red 
Army Intelligence—are held in 
readiness. They are under in- 
structions merely to keep 
abreast of the situation, pend- 
ing their final orders. 

The espionage networks of 
the Soviets keep the plan up 
to date by spying, and through 
open sources of _ intelligence 
which can be gained from gov- 
ernment and industrial sources. 

When the tocsin rings for ex- 
ecution of whatever master plan 
may have been devised as a re- 
sult of the’ survey, Communist 
forces in the United States have 
the far-flung organization at 
hand, and the knowledge to 
make the plan work. Their ex- 
tensive manpower is tactically 
deployed and strategically lo- 
cated. 

The full organization is at 
the present time on an alert 
basis. Orders went out to the 
entire party under the usual 
careful disguise last July 13, 
over the signature of Gus Hall, 
national secretary. They signi- 
fied to every group captain, 
every section, branch and dis- 
trict organizer, every county, 
state and national leader, the 
necessity for maintenance of a 
constant state of readiness. The 
location and activity of every 
member was to be known at all 


- Some of these latter, however, | 
were audacious enough to learn ' 
about them. 


As a result of their surveys, 
the Communists possess a cata- 
logue of strategic installations 
earmarked for destruction or 
capture in a showdown fight 
with Russia. 

Large-scale sabotage on the 
basis of these studies, if timed 
to coincide with atomic or con- 
ventional attack on the United 
States by Soviet military 
forces, could seriously crip- 
ple the country’s industrial 
power. It might prevent the 
swift retaliation on which most 
of the nation’s defense plans 
hinge. 

The 1947 sabotage survey in- 
cluded a detailed study of all 
major industrial centers, with the 
complete list of industries in 
each. A compilation was made of | 
strategic points and potential | 
targets.

Pittsburgh's steel furnaces were 
scrutinized. San Francisco and 
Los Angeles were focal points for 
studies of warplane production.

Test of Ingenuity. 


Partial mobilization will test 
American industrial ingenuity. 
Most industrial companies will 
have to divide their operations.

Dr. Smith’s Reply 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your recent editorial “Half of What 
It Should Be,’ coupled with Mr. Fitz- 
patrick’s cartoon “Four Years Later,” 
implies that you are in possession of 
recent and reliable information on the 
present status of restaurant sanitation 
in the City of St. Louis. Such informa- 
tion presumably reveals that restaurant 
Sanitation is only half as good as it 
should be four years after the adoption 
of the Restaurant Control Ordinance. 

The information available to us does 
not substantiate your editorial implica- 
tions. You must know that the last 
official restaurant sanitation survey was 
made in September of 1948, by the 
Missouri State Health Division and the 
United States Public Health Service. 

I officially requested a new restaur- 
ant survey last summer. I was advised 
by the State Division of Health that this 
survey would probably be made in the 
fall. However, due to the resignation 
of Mr. George Reeves, chief of food 
control section, and the subsequent ap- 
pointment of Dr. Floyd Carroll, I was 
advised by Mr. J. L. Rowland, director 
of the Bureau of Food and Drugs of the 
State Division of Health, to postpone 
such a survey until such time as Dr. 
Carroll could become familiar with his 
new responsibilities. I followed his ad- 
vice and requested that the survey be 
postponed for six months. 

Under these circumstances vour edi- 
torial is unfair to the thousands of St. 
Louis restaurant owners who have made 
and continue to make every effort to 
operate their restaurants in a sanitafy 
manner, unless you have facts which 
are not available to us. 

In view of the public questions raised 
by your editorial, { am requesting the 
State Division of Health to make a 
restaurant survey as soon as possible. 
At that time we will have reliable infor- 
mation by disinterested and qualified 
persons concerning the strengths and 
weaknesses of the Restaurant Control 
Program of the St. Louis Health Divi- 
sion.

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Time to Look and Listen 


In this week of decision, Americans need to 
keep a firm grip on the basic objectives ‘of their 
foreign policy and to lend a willing ear to the 
counsel of their friends. 

Prime Minister Attlee arrives as the United 
Nations forces in Korea are retiring below 
Pyongyang to a new defense line. Even if the 
line can be held—and every resource available 
must be devoted to holding it—the U.N. will 
have found virtually all its gains north of the 
Thirty-eighth parallel wiped out. 


It is a,bitter reverse and bitterness toward 
the Chinese who brought it about is inevitable. 
Yet the stakés are so high that we cannot afford 
to let crucial policy decisions be taken in a fit 
of emotional release. Our guide must be, as 
Defense Secretary Marshall has said, a cold, 
calculating estimate of our basic interests. 


Senator McCarthy wants to impeach President 
Truman unless he permits Gen. MacArthur to 
make use of Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist troops 
based on Formosa. There is a heady plausibility 
in the cry that somebody besides Americans 
should fight. But if Americans fight side by 
side with the remnants of Chiang’s overthrown 
regime, they will be committed irrevocably to 
the forcible overthrow of China’s Communist 
government—a commitment which would drain 
our energies to the dregs. Is that our objective? 


Senator O’Mahoney wants to deliver an ulti- 
matum to the Chinese and the Russians, threat- 
ening the initiation of atomic warfare unless 
the Communists meet our terms. An ultimatum, 
however, implies the possession of superior 
power and the willingness to use it. We do not 
possess such a margin of superiority as yet, and 
it is against our tradition to become a military 
aggressor. Our main objective should be to 
avoid atomic warfare as long as possible, not 
to initiate it. 

Mr. Attlee is reportedly bringing with him 
proposals for negotiation as a way of ending 
the undeclared war with China. Already the 
cry of “appeasement” is being raised as a re- 
buttal. But slogans and catchwords will not 
solve our problem. It is worth remembering 
that had we listened to India, which warned 
us of the Chinese intervention that has now 
taken place, we might not be in the situation 
of today. Let us listen to the British and all 
others with whom solidarity is essential in the 
great world struggle. 

Basically, our first objective must be to avoid 
being diverted from the crucial theater of that 
struggle, which is Europe. That is as true now 
as it was before the Korean reverses. 

We have another objective, and that is to 
uphold the purposes for which we originally 
went into Korea with the sanction of an over- 
whelming majority of the United Nations. This 
goal precludes sacrifice of the Koreans to the 
aggression of the Chinese just as it precluded 
acquiescence in the aggression of the North 
Koreans. 

The task of statesmanship is to reconcile the 
two objectives. One does not necessarily cancel 
out the other. While standing firm behind the 
United Nations resistance to aggression, we must 
seek all possible ways to frustrate the goal of 
Soviet policy, which is to involve us so deeply 
in Asia that Evrope will become an easy prey. 
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West Berlin’s Challenge 

The cold war island of West Berlin has flung 
a challenge of unparalleled fortitude to people 
on both sides of the Iron Curtain. About 90 
per cent of the electorate went to the polls to 
vote in a municipal election. 

The size of the turn-out becomes almost in- 
credible when the roadblocks thrown up by East 
Berlin Communists are considered. The polls 
because the 
Communists compelled West Berliners working 
in East Berlin to stay on the job during normal 
polling hours. 

Extra ballots had to be provided so that work- 
ers could give a blank ballot to their East Ber- 
lin employers as the required “proof” that they 
had boycotted the elections. 

Encouraging though these results are, the 
lengths to which the Communists went in their 
futile effort to hold down the vote are even 
more significant. For if the Communists are 
this desperate, then the West does have cause to 


rejoice. 
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Note on Dr. Smith’s Letter 

In criticizing an editorial on restaurant sani- 
tation, Health Commissioner J. Earl Smith states 
in a letter on this page that the last sanita- 
tion survey here was made in 1948. That is 
correct. The editorial quoted figures from that 
survey simply because they remain the latest 
available figures, and we doubt very much that 
the situation has improved particularly. 

Two years ago the Public Health Service gave 
St. Louis a rating of 55 per cent of compliance 
with the sanitation ordinance. Dr. Smith now 
says he will ask for a new survey, and certainly 
it should be made. There have been recent com- 
plaints that standards are no better than they 
were two years ago. 

Restaurant owners are properly concerned. 
Many of them practice cleanliness beyond the 
demands of law. But there are serious excep- 
tions and that is why the model ordinance was 
passed. It is up to Dr. Smith to enforce the 
restaurant law in such cases, survey or no 
survey. 
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Death of Four Little Towns 

It is always sad when a town dies, particularly 
a small town, which people have lived close to 
for a long while. So we can join in sentiment 
with the people of Ellenton, Jackson, Snelling 
and Dunbarton, down in South Carolina, towns 
which are going to have to move over for the 
Government's H-bomb manufacturing. plant. 

Towns are sentenced to oblivion oftener than 
many persons might think. The tragedy of it— 
for a true tragedy it is—can be softened by 
sympathetic and skillful help in relocating the 
people. Perhaps the most harrowing decision 
is whether the town is to relocate or whether 
its population will disperse among other towns. 
In any event, there is a whole complex of mat- 
ters which will determine whether a family will 
be happy or dissatisfied after removal. Getting 
resettled close to the right church and the right 
school and the right neighbors and the right 
opportunities for earning a livelihood is a for- 
midable task. 

In the Missouri valley towns and individual 
homes will be moved by the Army Engineers 
and the Reclamation Bureau in their river de- 
velopment work, without, we think, anything 
like the human care that should be given in 
dealing so intimately with the inner contentment 
of people. In the Tennessee valley, the TVA 
did this kind of work with much more apprecia-

tion of the human values involved, but still, we 
believe, less thoroughly than it should be done. 

We would like to see methods worked out and 
put into use by all Government agencies to 
make the uprooting of people and communities 
—when uprooting is unavoidable—as nearly 
painless as possible. Perhaps it might even be 
done soon enough to cushion the shock of re- 
moval in the case of the good people of Dun- 
barton and Snelling, Jackson and Ellenton, four 
little towns in South Carolina. 
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Spreading a Thin Supply | 

America’s supply of doctors, too meager even 
for peacetime, threatens to be one of our most 
serious bottlenecks if World War III should 
erupt. In trying to plan for the possible emer- 
gency. defense department officials have prom- 
ised that there will be no repetition of the 
mistakes of World War II, when the armed 
forces took too many doctors from civilians. 

This changed attitude is particularly necessary. 
Because if there is a next time, doctors. will 
have to be available to succor the thousands 
and thousands of American civilians who could 


be expected to be casualties of atomic bomb — 


attack. , 

And one device which was used to piece out 
the supply last time will not be available again, 
if professional medical educators have their way. 
They are organizing to forestall now any 
thought of accelerating medical education to get 
more doctors. 

A committee representing the Association of 
American Medical Colleges and the American 
Medical Association has pointed out the costly 
results of sacrificing quality to quantity. Many 
of the young doctors who were pressed into serv- 
ice in World War II knew so little that on oc- 
casion they were almost as likely to be danger- 
ous as beneficial to their patients. 

The committee has demanded, consequently. 
that plans for continued adequate médical train- 
ing be laid now, and pointed out the necessity 
for draft deferment of pre-medical students. It 
even recommended that medical courses, instead 
of being shortened, should be lengthened to in- 
clude instruction in treatment of casualties of 
atomic and bacteriological war. 

But correct though these arguments are, they 
only accentuate the problem of _ providing 
enough doctors for soldier and civilian alike. 
One thing that ought to be done as soon as 
possible is to expand medical education prop- 
erly, by beginning such medical schools as that 
proposed for the University of Missouri. 

But because doctors cannot be trained over- 
night, expedients must be used in the interim. 
Thousands of first aid workers need to be 
trained, as soon as possible. And the armed 
forces need to figure out how to get along with 
a smaller proportion of doctors than they had 
in World War II or might like to have in the 
immediate future.

Rent Control, a Case by Itself 

Senator Capehart’s contention that rent con- 
trols should not be extended unless price and 
wage controls are instituted strikes us as false 
reasoning. 

The best that can be said for it is that the 
restrictions would be more even-handed if all 
prices, including those of rents, were controlled. 
But there is a case for rent control independent 
of other price controls, and it has been made 
pressing by the national defense preparations, 
which will create and aggravate housing short- 
ages in many areas. 

The weakness of making rent control contin- 
gent on wage and price controls is apparently 
recognized by Senator Capehart himself. He 
says “the time is about ripe” for wage and price 
controls, so perhaps his error about rent con- 
trols is no more than a matter of tardy timing. 

Under. existing conditions, though, this is a 
tidy error. If federal rent controls are permit- 
ted to lapse in the brief interregnum between 
the Eighty-first and Eighty-second Congresses, 
it will be a costly and time-consuming process to 
reinstall them, and in all probability the restora- 
tion would never be as good as the original 
job. 

Since, as Senator Capehart recognizes, over- 
all price controls are an imminent need, why 
not keep the price control already available, on 
rents? 
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Just Tools in the End 


Since the perfection of the-atom bomb, some 
men have been questioning the human intelli- 
gence which brought about such a threat to 
human life. Those inclined to such a mood now 
have more cause for concérn. 

The “thinking machines,” the mechanical 
brains which were little more than a Wellsian 
fantasy a decade ago, are about to be put to 
work on everyday human tasks. Luther Gulick, 
president of the Institute of Public Administra- 
tion, says they will displace at least 7,500,000 
workers in the next 10 years. War could step 
this up. 

Remington Rand, Inc., has perfected a ma- 
chine which can turn out a complicated payroll 
for 10,000 persons in 40 minutes. Similar ma- 
chines are in sight which will run all manner of 
other machines. The factory without workers 
is on the way. In fact, Mr. Gulick has calcu- 
lated that brain-machines can eliminate 78.4 per 
cent of all workers in factories employing more 
than 100 persons. And‘ they can replace’ 16.5 
per cent of the white-collar workers. It would 
seem that human labor is on the way to being 
a non-essential. Bs 

One cannot help being impressed by machines 
which can observe, memorize, compare, decide, 
communicate and even correct themselves. Thtre 
is the prospect of machines spawning machines, 
of gadgets flooding the world with gadgets. This 
will work havoc with employment patterns—un- 
less, of course, the bomb should fall before very 
many mechanical brains are built. 

Still, we are not too concerned. These ma- 
chines have no capacity for love, hope or fear. 
They cannot thrill to the beauty of a poem, a 
song, a sunset or a tree against the summer sky. 
They have no capacity for pain, anguish or ter- 
ror. They do not know life. Man does. So, 
stupid 'and confused as he may sometimes be, 
he will remain their master. The machines will 
remain his tools—dangerous tools perhaps, tools 
to be handled with caution, but tools nonethe- 
less. They may even be used to build cathedrals, 
but it will be man who conceives the cathedrals. 
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It now turns out that the round tower at 
Newport, R.I., may not be an eleventh century 
Norse church after all, but just a garden variety 
Colonial windmill, reports the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Which tid-bit of archaeological 
confusion suggests what troubles our heirs may 
have with that pyramid on top of a Greek 
temple on top of a cigar box in which the circuit 
judges conduct their business. 
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Clear Thinking on Foreign Aid 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Former Army Secretary Gordon Gray brings “wholesome frank- 
ness” into our foreign aid problems by his report to President; after 
long study he urges that ECA be continued three years; Marshall 
plan cannot come to sudden stop without endangering free world.

- The Gray report brings a wholesome 
frankness into consideration of America’s 
foreign economic policies. 

Almost everyone has known that the 
Marshall plan could not come to a sudden 
stop in 1952. But hundreds of officials 
have felt obliged to pretend that must be 
the finish. Now the Gray report comes 
right out and says ECA aid should be 
continued for at least three years. 

The report cannot be the last word on 
this tremendous and rapidly changing 
problem. But its, facts and conclusions, 
gathered in a survey begun last March 
by the former Secretary of the Army and 
an able staff, offer useful guidance in 
the thinking that must be done by gov- 
ernment and people. 

The basic approach is that American 
interests will be served by strengthening 
and unifying the free world. This view 
will be challenged by those who would 
put first the short-range advantage of va- 
rious American groups. Present aid has 
been hampered by making it subservient 
to special interests, such as farmers or 
shipping companies. 

But the position of the Gray report: is 
essentially sound and should have public 
support. It leads to recommendations that 
borrowing nations be permitted to buy in 
other markets. 

This runs counter to the school of 
thought which has regarded Marshall aid 
as first-aid in selling American goods 
abroad. But it recognizes not only that 
the aid will go further if spent in the 
lowest market but that America can often 
spare the dollars better than the goods. 

The same thinking leads to proposals 


for lower tariffs to permit the United 
States to take more payment in goods. It 
is quite true that. the limit on American 
resources appears in sight in several fields. 
But it is possible to conserve those mate- 
rials without stopping foreign aid. 


Further tariff adjustments would facili- 
tate the exchange of American surpluses 
for needed supplies. In this connection 
the Gray report urges vigorous stepping 
up of the Point Four program for back- 
ward areas. 

The chief reason for continuing ECA 
aid is the fact that some nations which 
expected to be ‘self-sustaining by 1952 
have placed an extra drain on their econo- 
mies with the speedier rearmament pro- 
gram. To meet some of the shortages 
developed by this program, the report 
Suggests allocations and priorities on an 
international scale. 

The Gray report places proper emphasis 
on the necessity for nations getting aid to 
make better use of it. Not only has there 
been wastage through reluctance in eco- 
nomic co-operation; tax systems which 
make the rich richer and the poor poorer 
tend to foment the discontents which feed 
Communism. 

Undoubtedly, the United States will 
exert more pressure on several nations for 
reforms that will make economic aid more 
effective. But there are limits beyond 
which such pressure merely puts up the 
backs of independent peoples and supports 
Moscow charges of dictation. 

Moreover, Americans should never for- 
get that in the end they are the chief 
“beneficiaries” of the foreign-aid program. 


Dr. Watson to the Rescue

Sherlock Holmes, as almost everyone 
knows, during his thrill-packed detective 
career lived at 221B Baker street, in the 
Borough of Marylebone, London. Sad it 
is to relate, councilors of that borough not 
long ago displayed so light an esteem for 
his world-wide fame that they turned 
thumbs down on a proposal of the borough 
library committee to have a Sherlock 
Holmes exhibit in connection with next 
year’s Festival of Britain. 

Councilor Tom Vernon (Labor) said 
that it'would be more fitting to show the 
progress of the borough “in clearing away 
the noxious slums of 100 years ago.” 
Alderman F. W. Dean asserted that they 
had “many things to show off without 
Sherlock Holmes.” 

All very well;- they had their say and 
then they heard roars of disapproval not 
from the British Isles alone but also from 
the United States, Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand. 

It is indeed fitting that the first protest 
should be reised by the chronicler of the 
illustrious detective’s adventures, Dr. John 
H. Watson, late of the Indian Army, in a 


letter to “The Times” of London. Even 
if the letter were not signed no true 
Holmes addict would have the slightest 
doubt of its authenticity. 

The good doctor may be getting on in 
years, but when he refers to “the singular 
decisions of the councilors of St. Maryle- 
bone” there is no further room for ques- 
tion. He goes on to say: 

“There is much housing in the metropo- 
lis but there is but one Sherlock Holmes, 
and I venture to assert that visitors from 
across the Atlantic (who cannot yet have 
forgotten my old friend’s remarkable work 
in clearing up the dark mystery of ‘The 
Valley of Fear’ and the grotesque affair of 
‘The Study in Scarlet’) would find such 
an exhibition of interest.” Dr. Watson 
hints in conclusion that perhaps this is 
time’s revenge for the exposure by Mr. 
Sherlock Holmes of the evil machinations 
of “The Norwood Builder.” 

We are glad to record the realization of 
Dr. Watson's hope that ‘“‘second and better 
thoughts may prevail’ and to announce by 
next summer the Sherlock Holmes exhi- 
bition will become a reality. 


Here's to Missouri and Texas, Too 
From The Wal! Street Journal 


This newspaper has repeatedly insisted 
that the so-called fair trade laws are a 
contradiction in a free enterprise society. 

If two or more manufacturers of the 
same or similar products offer them for 
sale at the same price they are immedi- 
ately suspect. 

But if all stores offer the product of a 
manufacturer at exactly the same price 
they are abiding by the law. In fact, if 
they cut below established minimum prices 
they may get into trouble. At least that’s 
true in 45 of the 48 states, where fair 
trade laws prevail. 

What brings this to mind is the fact 
that the American Fair Trade Council has 
been holding some closed meetings in re- 
cent days. The chief reason, apparently, is

to tell their manufacturer-members how 
to operate in two states which not only 
don’t have fair trade laws but have anti- 
trust laws to prevent price-fixing. Those 
states are Missouri and Texas. 

Those two states in recent months have 
instituted a considerable number of suits, 
designed to prevent any minimum price 
fixing. 

If manufacturers are to tell retailers the 
minimum prices at which to sell products, 
what incentive is there for more efficient 
distribution? For more efficient retailing? 
Competition is the lifeblood of a free 
economy. 

We hope that Missouri and Texas will 
keep up their good work. We trust that 
other states will learn from their example.

Golden Retriever 
Ends Title Rule 


An undersized Golden with an 
over-supply of courage today is 
king of retrievers. Beautywood’s 
Tamarack wrested the laurels 


from a record field of 29 of the 
nation’s top dogs during the 10th 
renewel of the championship con- 
eluded here yesterday. 

The three-year-old champion 
shattered a five-year Labrador 
monopoly on the title and ascend- 
ed the throne from which its 
granddam, Shelter Cove Beauty, 
reigned in 1944. Both dogs were 
owned by Dr. L. M. Evans, Sauk 
Rapids (Minn.) physician. 

Old Beauty died Nov. 25 and 
Dr. Evans had asked the handler, 
C. H. (Chuck) Morgan, to “go 
out and win this one in her mem- 
ory.” When Tamarak did so, the 
42-year-old physician and the 
Random Lake (Wis.) handler em- 
braced and wept unashamedly as 
a gallery estimated at -1000 per- 
sons applauded vigorously. 

The popular decision was ren- 
dered at the close of the tenth 
series, the minimum number per- 
missible in the national stake. 
Three judges agreed that Tama- 
rack met the issue without a 
blemish in each of the five tests 
on land and five on water.

Tamarack overcame the super- 
stition surrounding No. 13 in win- 
ning the title. The winner was 
drawn in that spot for appear- 
ances on the shooting line in land 
trials and in the blind for water 
tests.

ment is the series of three ovens 
in the bakery department. And 
when cakes or pies are taken 
from the oven, the baker, unlike 
you or I, does not have to make 
room for a rack on an overcrowd- 
ed table. The oven is flanked on 
one side by a steel cabinet with 
racks for dozens of cakes, and on 
the other by a 40-cubic-foot re- 
frigerator for desserts. 

Another succession of long, 
gleaming tables is designed for 
preparing salads, with small-size 
refrigerators under each table. 
Across the aisle are the large-size 
refrigerator rooms. Garbage dis- 
posals and sinks are at the end of 
the room near the freight eleva- 
tors by which fresh meat and veg- 
etables are brought to the door 
of the kitchen. 

A system of electrically con- 
trolled wagons keeps traffic mov- 
ing smoothly through the kitchen 
and meals moving to the various 
floors of the hospital. Dumb- 
waiters are used for special diets 
and for food sent to the staff on 
the top floor of the hospital.

HERE is a smaller special diet 
kitchen in connection with the 
main kitchen, and a snack bar 
along with the dishwashers in 
the basement. And the choice 
feature of all, as every person 
guiding you through the model 
kitchen will point out to you, is 
the 30-ton air conditioning equip- 
ment concealed above the sound- 
proof ceiling. 

President Mohler, who _ spent 
much time visiting kitchens of 
hospitals throughout the country 
before beginning his remodeling 
project last May, is especially 
proud of the fact that all equip- 
ment was St. Louis-made. Frank 
Hilliker, food service equipment 
engineer, designed the plan, but 
according to Mohler, Miss Ker-- 
ruish, head of the 11 kitchen 
and 35 dietary employes, was the

IVING a party in honor of a 
kitchen might seem a trifle 
extraordinary, but the Mis- 

souri-Pacific Hospital Association 

which gave just such a party yes- 
terday, feels that it has an ex- 
traordinary kitchen. For the past 
week, the newly decorated and 
renovated culinary quarters on 
the sixth floor of the hospital at 
1755 South Grand boulevard have 
been inspected, photographed and 
admired, climaxed by the open 
house in its honor vesterday. This 
week, the $100,000, all-electric, 
first air-conditioned hospital 
kitchen in the United States will 
resume its job of supply meals, 
special diets and nourishment to 

the patients and staff of the 325- 

bed hospital. 

At first glance, the renovated 
kitchen appears to consist of 
about a city block of tile, glass 
and stainless steel. Taken unit by 
unit, it is an efficient working 
aréa that any cook, from home to 
grand hotel, would envy. 

At one end of the kitchen is a 
triangular office which resembles 
a modernistic segment of glass 
affd tile. This is for head dieti- 
tian Mary Kerruish and her as- 
sistants, and boasts such aids as 
a public address system whereby 
other dietary departments and 
the storeroom may be reached. 

* 

OOKING from the office down 
[along the gleaming surfaces, 

the main kitchen seems notable 
for its absence of those heavy 
black hoods which most large-scale 
cooking centers find necessary 
over the stoves to catch grease 
and fumes. Instead. it was ex- 
plained to us according to scien- 
tific principles considerably over 
our head, a system of Clear Air 
ventilation draws a blanket or vol- 
ume of air over the cooking sur- 
faces and down through a slot in 
the otherwise solid stainless steel 
walls. Fumes, cooking odors and 

82 per cent of the grease are thus 

eliminated, which is quite a trick 

in large-scale cookery operations. 

“They tell us,’ said Henry J. 
Mohler, president of the hospital 
association, who fook us on our 
tour of the kitchen, “that we could 
have lace curtains on these win- 
dows without worrying about 
grease or dirt.” 

No one would want lace or any 
other curtains at the windows, 
which are neat light reflecting 
glass blocks set in the sunny yel- 
low tile walls. Floors are of red 
quarry tile, treated so that it, too, 
is grease resistant, and all work- 
ing equipment is set on tile bases, 
eliminating any cleaning or sweep- 
ing under tables and cabinets. 

The cooking surface itself con- 
sists of four stoves in one, all 
stainless steel electric ranges, with 
broilers overhead, and a built-in 
safety device for shutting off the 
ventilation system should a fire, 
seen or unseen, break out.

RANNY, being old-style and believing that saving money 
[. was fundamental to good living, gave her 3-year-old 
grandson a piggy bank. Donald looked it over thoughtfully. 

“What's the pig got a hole in him for, Mummie?” 

“T’ll tell you a story about him. A pig must be fed a lot 
to make him fat and grow bigger and bigger. When he is 
big and fat enough his owner calls the butcher and he kills 

the pig and the pig is made into hams and chops and his owner 
eats him up. 

“Your piggy needs pennies to make him fat. So you 
feed him and feed him with pennies and nickels and dimes, 
if you can get them, until he is very heavy. Then he is ready 
to eat. You don’t really eat your piggy but you break him 
apart. The pennies and the nickels and the dimes fall out in 
a big heap. Then you take them to the storekeeper and buy 
yourself something very nice indeed with the money. Then 
you get another piggy bank and start again.” 
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“BUT I HAVEN’T any pennies to feed him. How will 
I get enough for him?

We ought to accent thrift these days. Our children are 
going to have to consider their pennies in the years to come 
and the time to teach them the necessity of saving is in their 
early years.

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How They Kept Ford Swindle Going 


Operators Told Variety of Ingenious Stories to sein —— Investors'-Hopetul, Cash Poured In 
Fe Gee. re

CANTON, IIl., Dec. 4. 

N the afternoon of Wednes- 

day, Feb. 19, 1947, Fred A, 

Thompson of Detroit, Mich., 
mounted the witness stand in 
United States District Court at 
Peoria, “Ill., and identified him- 
self as the assistant secretary of 
fhe Ford Motor Co. and former 
assistant treasurer and assistant 
secretary of the $200,000,000 Ford 
Foundation. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Marks Alexander began to 
question him: 

“Did the Ford Motor Co. at any 
time subsequent to 1935 up to the 
present time contemplate or plan 
or even investigate for the pur- 
pose of deciding upon any pro- 
posal to establish any kind of an 
enterprise, industry or mercantile, 
at Canton, Il.? 

“No sir,” Thompson said, “I’m 
very sure there were no such in- 
tentions.” 


“During the time you were con- 
nected with the Ford Foundation,” 
the Government prosecutor con- 
tinued, “was there any plan or 
proposal on the part of the Ford 
Foundation to make any distribu- 
tion of funds belonging to the 
Fords to individuals for charita- 
ble purposes?” 

“The Ford Foundation.” Thomp- 
son intoned with finality, “has 
never made any distribution to. 
individuals, and it would not be 
permitted to.” 


With these word. the Ford ex- 
ecutive thought he shattered a 
dream which had led several hun- 
dred residents of Fulton. county 
to invest an estimated $1.000,000 
of hard-won savings in forged 
“Ford notes” since 1938. There 
was nothing new in Thompson’s 
testimony because Henry Ford, 
who had been pictured as the 
Santa Claus of the amazing con- 
fidence game, had denied any con- 
nection with it as far back’ as 1943. 
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UT to the gullible “investors” 
Bos Fulton county neither the 

1943 denial nor the 1947 denial 
seemed to make much difference. 
They kept right on pouring money 
into the ingenious scheme until a 
few weeks ago when five of their 
neighbors were indicted on charges 
of conspiracy and operating a 
confidence game. The five now 
facing trial included Mrs. Marie 
Fuller, the matronly owner of 
the Charm Beauty Salon in Can- 
ton. Authorities believe she is 
“the brain” of the outfit. 

The variety of reasons advanced 
by the swindlers to convince 
“members of the Ford Canton 
unit” to go on handing over their 
cash stands as a monument to 
human ‘ingenuity. It also suggests 
that even an expert such as P. T. 
Barnum, the circus pioneer, may 
have underestimated thé birth rate 
of suckers. 


The Henry Ford millions, which 
the lucky Cantoniams were to 
share, kept being tied up by com- 
plicated legal actions and “‘frozen” 
by unfriendly courts. What was 
more natural than for “Henry” 
or “Benson Ford” to write or 
telephone their Canton friends 
and ask them to chip in for 
“printing,” “‘tax stamps,” the ai- 
leged need to pay off a prosecu- 
tor, or even without giving a spe- 
cific reason at all? Weren’t the 
Fords fabulously rich? Couldn’t 
they expect their friends to trust 
them? And weren’t the “agents” 
who transmitted the “orders” and 
“commands” from Detroit trusted 
Fulton county folks? 


In addition to an $85,000,000 
jackpot, the “Fords” were also 
going to buy their Canton corre- 
spondents homes and farms. How 
did the investors know they would 
get the properties of their choice? 
Why, an agent would drive them 
right to the scene and show them 
the places—while the owners 
weren't looking. 

Of course, sometimes a little 
pressure was necessary to make 
the victims come across. At the 
1947 trial, which resulted in, the 
conviction of Mrs. Catherine Bow- 
cott and Mrs. Edna Woodcock on 
charges of mail fraud, two letters 
were introduced which purport- 
ed to come from Howard L. 
Doyle, United States Attorney at 
Springfield, Ill. Mrs. Woodcock 
admitted showing them to Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank McGrew of Ma- 
comb, Ill., an aged farm couple 
who lost $45,000 in the swindle. 

“I am your District Attorney 
Howard L. Doyle. And you I do 
know you will wonder why I am 
writing to you, Mr. and Mrs. Mc- 
Grew. I am helping Mrs. Edna 
Woodcock. . .. This is not no 
confidence or fraud game, for I 
know, for I have seen the money 
and there is money for all.... 
As you know there has been war- 
rants out for you two fine people. 
And I am trying to help you. Now 
Mr. and Mrs. McGrew, we haft to 
have the sum of $850, the sum

that had to be gotten was $2500 
and we have it all but that sum 
of $850 and then Mr. and Mrs.

This epistle, signed ‘“‘Howard L. 
Doyle, U. S. Dist. Atty. Peoria & 
Springfield, Illinois,” was dated 
April 28, 1946 and was shortly 
followed up by another letter 
from “Doyle” demanding $750 
more “by Friday night at six 
thirty.” Of course, there were 
no « “warrents” out for Mr. 
and Mrs. McGrew, but some- 
body evidently had convinced 
At any 
rate, the real Doyle testified that 
he knew nothing about the whole 
matter. 

Mrs. Woodcock first told the 
F.B.I. that the “Doyle” letters 
were given to her for delivery by 
Mrs. Fuller. She later changed 
her story, but from the most re- 
cent developments it seems plain 
that she was only trying to pro- 
tect the talented beautician. 

“I’ve always believed Mrs. Ful- 
ler. was the directing genius, so 
to speak,” says Alexander, the 
federal prosecutor. “Her name 
cropped up from the first. She 
was in the courtroom when we 
tried Mrs. Bowcott and Mrs. 
Woodcock. But we couldn’t do 
anything about her at the time 
because the statute of limitations 


had run.” 
7 ceived from “Doyle” were rou- 

tine compared to a note ad- 
dressed only a year ago to another 
farm couple, Mr. and Mrs. Tracy 
Ellis, who reportedly lost $65,000 
in the swindle. The letter was 
signed, “Hon. Fred Vinson,” who 
identified himself as “cheif (sic) 
justice” of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

The letter said: 

“Rec the sum of $3000 that you 
sent in to us for the said case that 
is on you in Federal Court and 
which I the Hon. Justice Fred 
Vinson of the U.S. Supreme Court 
of Washington, D.C. This court is 
for the people by the people. Rich 
or poor . . . Now Mr.,and Mrs. 
Ellis I am coming to open one of 
the small safes and to get you 
some money but I can’t till all this 
cases are in the printing shop... 
Now Mr. and Mrs. Ellis I am ask- 
ing you to get the said sum of 
$1500 for the printing bill . 
so won’t you please do this.” 

Another victim, a Mrs. Artie 
Burgert, was shown an envelope 
addressed to President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. She said Mrs. Bow- 
cott told her that the President 
was going to help Henry Ford 
take over the International Har- 
vester factory at Canton and that 
Mr. Burgert would get a wonder- 
ful job there. 

Mrs. Burgert promised to give 
Mrs. Bowcott $500, but when she 
came to pick up the money $20 of 
it had been spent and Mrs. 
Burgert apologized  proftsely. 
Mrs. Bowcott, a professional for- 
tune teller, said that was perfectly 
all right and offered her a bigger 
“bonus” for the lesser amount. 

The swindlers also paid the $7- 
a-week house rental for the Rev. 
John William Edge, who told Mrs. 
Woodcock: “I have an influence 
Which I am very careful to guard, 
being a minister of the gospel,

N hindsight, it’s easy for an out-

virtually all the transactions— 
and even the correspondence— 
were handled by the “agents” on 
a person-to-person basis, espe- 
cially since Mrs. Bowcott and 
Mrs. Woodcock went to the peni- 
tentiary for mail fraud as a re- 
sult of the 1947 trial. 

Why, the investors might have 
asked, did the Fords choose rep- 
resentatives with no particularly 
outstanding business backgrounds 
even on home grounds? And why 
couldn’t one get a refund on 
one’s investment when years 
went by without interest pay- 
ments or distribution of the fabu- 
lous “bonuses” that had been 
promised? 

The answer {is that a number 
of the hoodwinked did ask these 
questions, threatened to prose- 
cute and got part or occasionally 
all of their money back. But the 
majority were no match for the 
shrewd practical psychology ap- 
plied by the racketeers. Victims 
susceptible to threats were told 
that if they withdrew there would 
be “one dirty mess.” Those of 
more-than-average avarice were 
told, “you can have your prin- 
cipal any time but that would 
lose your bonus.” 

There was at least one case of 
an investor who wanted his $2000 
back and made an appointment 
with one of the feminine swin- 
dlers at which he was to get a full 
refund. The woman showed up 
with the cash and the victim was 
so impressed that he let her take 
it back home and gave her a few 
hundred dollars on top of it.

It was tempting for South to 
make just the bid he did make 
over North’s one diamond, since 
game at no-trump seemed well 
within grasp. North’s pass to three 
no-trump, however, was question- 
able. He had a far better suit 
than his noncommittal one dia- 
mond response announced, and 
thus there was reason to feel that 
at least a five diamond contract 
would be there. 


As a matter of fact, a six dia- 
mond contract depended only on 
finding the diamond king or the 
club queen “right.” It was scarce- 
ly likely that North, after having 
to lose a trick to the diamond 
king, would have guessed the 
club situation, and thus a slam 
contract would not have been a 
good idea, but neither is it likely 
that the partnership would have 
gone. past the five level if North 
ae taken out the three no-trump 

id. 

Defending against the actual no- 
trump contract, West opened the 
spade five. South won—a hold- 
up of the ace was pointless—and 
cashed the club ace. He next led 
directly to the diamond ace and 
risked everything on ae club 
finesse. Needless to say, West 
won the trick and ran his spades. 


Declarer did not fully exploit 
his chances. The right line was 
to cash both top clubs immediate- 
ly on the fair chance that the 
queen would fall. Actually, of 
course, it would have; but if this 
break did not materialize, the dia- 
mond suit, via a finesse, was still 
a strong possibility.
